The »lunet Mercury will be visible in the southwestern sky for a- 
bout an hour after sunset. The planet's magnitude will be about -0.5. 
The slanet Venus, often reported as a UFO, will be. quite visible in the 
Boa Pohwestorn, sky througuout January. Glowing at a brilliant -3.7 mag. 
the yvlanet will set soue 3-3 hours after the sun. 

Tre red planet, jars, will be visible in the constellation Virgo. 

It cau be seeu in the after-midnigut sky. The. magnitude: jumps from a 
1.8 to.a -1.6 as tne planet moves-nearer Egrth. It will reach opposi- 
won on dune 9, 1909 for one of the closest approaches in recent years. 

Jupiter also is in Virgo.with a magnitude of'-1.5.. Tne ringed Sa- 
turn is yvaisivle througilout bile evening high in the ‘southern sky.
